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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



Applicant's election with traverse of group I, claims 4-8, in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that "the process as now claimed can 
be used to make only the product as defined by claim 4" (Paper No. 6, page 7, line 2). 
This is not found persuasive because even assuming that the above statement is true, 
the product as defined by claim 4 could be make by a different process than the process 
delineated in claims 9-15. Specifically, the formation of the product of claim 4 (and by 
extension, claims 5-8) does not require a step of treating the surface part of the blind 
hole/via electrical connect layer, and especially does not require that treatment to be a 
pumice scrub process. 

Therefore, the requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

This application contains claims 9-15 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in Paper No. 6. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation 
of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See MPEP § 821 .01 . 



Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 2, change 
"pre-peg" to - pre-preg --. Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chong et 
al (US 5,758,413). 

Chong et al (hereafter Chong) disclose, referring to figures 7 & 9, a printed circuit 
board comprising: a plurality of spaced apart circuit layers; a blind hole/via (26) 
extending between a surface circuit layer and at least one other circuit layer, said blind 
hole/via having an electrical connect layer (34) which electrically connects said surface 
circuit layer to said at least one other circuit layer; and a reflow pad (42) for mounting a 
component (16) to the surface circuit layer, said reflow pad being generally coincident 
with a surface part of said electrical connect layer [claim 4], wherein the surface part of 
the blind hole/via electrical connect layer extends a short distance over the surface of 
the surface circuit layer and wherein the reflow pad is located upon that part of the 
electrical connect layer that extends over the surface of the circuit layer (see figure 9) 
[claim 5], wherein the reflow pad extends over the surface part of the blind hole/via 
electrical connect layer and also extends over a material (37) filling the blind hole/via 
[claim 6], wherein the material filling the blind hole/via is an electro-conductive [claim 8] 
pre-preg material remaining in the hole from the manufacturing process of the board 

[claim 7] (see col. 5, lines 18-21). 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 4-8 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
